First English Farm Book 


Work Printed in 1523 Was Valuable 
As a Curiosity 

There was on Sale the other dd at 
the well known Sotheby’s salesrooms, 
New Bond Street, W. London, the 
first agricultural treatise ever printed 
in English. 

It is entitled the “Boke of Husband- 
rye,” and -was by Sir Anthony Fitz- 
herbert, Dggbyshire, who was born in 
1470, and was a‘judge as well as a 
farmer. 

The work was printed in 1523, ‘and 
like all books printed in the first half 
of the sixteenth century has a very 
high value as an antiquarian curios- 
ity. 

It had an illustrated title page bear- 
ing a woodcut ofa man ploughing 
with two oxen, and with a boy to 
drive his team, and. started’ with, 
“Here beginneth a new tract or treat- 
ise most profitable for husbandmen 
and very fruitful for all persons to 
read,” and concluded,..‘“‘Here endeth 
\ the book of husbandry.” 

Sir Anthony, who lived in the reign 
of Henry VIII, was a_ well-known 
writer, two of his works, “The Grand 
Abridgement” and “Office and Author- 
ity of Justice of the Peace,’ won him 
renown and a permanent “place in 
legal jurisprudence. He died in 1538

The method. of review will largely 
be determined by the taste of the 
teachers and the grade in the school 
‘concerned. To the writer's taste, two 
g00d methods are available: the bio- 
graphical and the summary. In using 
the biographical, the lives of four 
great prophets, Elijah, Elisha, Jonah 
and Amos may be cansidered, These 
four men are connected with nearly.

The Shunammite 
woman, seeing Elisha passing by on 
errands fore God, was moved to pro- 
vide a comfortable lodging for him, 
whereupon Elisha sought to recou- 
pense her by promising that God 
would give her a child. Nat infre- 
quently has the prophet’s chamber 
brought blessing to the home. — 

Lesson VII, At the command cf 
Elisha. Naaman dipped himself sev- 
en times in the Jordan and was heal- 
ed of leprosy. In order to be healed 
of the leprosy of sin, human pride and 
vanity must be put away and obedi- 
ence rendered to God.

London.—A quéstion much. discuss.

ments in aviation may render naval 
warfare more obsolete—was raised in 
the House of Commons in the course 
of a debate on the navai estimates 
which were. introduced.

Twenty-Four Million Bushels Yet to 
Be Shipped 

Winnipeg.—The total farmers’ de- 
liveries of 1921 wheat crop up to 
March 10 is estimated at not less than 
211,000,000 bushels, according to a re- 
port issued by the W. Sanford Evans 
statistical report. 

The Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
in their final estimate of the western 
wheat crop placed the figures at 280,- 
098,000 bushels. It is estimated that 
38,000,000 bushels will be required for 
seed and that 7,000,000 bushels of low 
grade stuff will 
waste on the farms. This leaves a 
balance of about 24,000,000 bushels 
still on the western farms 
out.
